"AN ACT to authorize the County Commissioners
of Washington County to construct and maintain
certain bridges across Milwaukee sver.

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of
the Territory of Wisconsin:

Secrrow, 1. That it shall, and may be lawful for the county
commissioners of Washington county, to construct all necessary
bridges across the Milwaukee river within said county, and to keep
up and maiatain such bridges as are now constructed across said
viver in said county as public bridges: Provided, however that no
bridge built, orto be built, under the provisons of this act, shall be
so construed [constructed] as to hinder the free navigation of said
river, by any craft that may navigate the same, or any raft that
shall not exceed twenty feet in width,

SEec.'2. This act shall be inforce and take effect from and af-
er its passage, and may be altered, amended or repealed by any
fature legislature.
